P&Z Okays 
Retail Zoning

Faith in the fair m arket system held 
the balance Monday night with the 
Planning and Zoning Commission. 
Commissioners approved 16.6 acres 
of planned development-retail zoning 
on the northwest corner of the Parker- 
Coit roads intersection over the ob­ 
jections of their planner, Bob Buf­ 
fington. 
He pointed out that 134 acres of 
retail zoning already exist within a 
mile radius of the m ajor west Plano 
intersection. 
Buffington explained that if all 
retail developed, it could serve a 
population 
of 
29,000. 
How ever, 
projections show that only 27,000 
people will live in the area. 
Such a situation is considered “ in 
balance” because of the problems of 
exact predictions; but if additional 
retail were added to the area, the 
balance would be thrown off, he 
suggested. 
Robert Pope noted that when retail 
property in west Plano was in the 
hands of only a few owners, it was 
withheld from the m arket. Only in 
recent years, he said, when retail 
zoning was granted for other land­ 
ow ners, have the developm ents 
occurred. 
Jim Edwards agreed, pointing out 
that a recent market survey showed 
Plano is losing business it should 
retain. Although stressing that he saw 
no reason for turning down the 
current request, Edwards suggested 
that the southwest corner of the in­ 
tersection be changed to single family 
on the m aster plan. 
The southeast corner of the in­ 
tersection is developing as single

One More 
Jail Change 
Approved 


The second change order in two 
w eeks—and the sixteen th 
since 
construction began—was approved by 
the Commissioners Court Monday 
morning for the new courthouse-jail 
complex at Davis and McDonald 
Streets in McKinney. 
Architect Rich Morgan of Jarvis 
Putty Jarvis requested an addition of 
$3,240 for floor drains and attendant 
piping on the third floor of the jail 
structure to allow for future ex­ 
pansion of additional jail cells. 
Plans call for only the first two 
floors of the jail to be operational 
when the facility is completed some 
time in June of 1978. The third floor 
will be expanded when necessary. 
Morgan said that approval of the 
floor drains at this time would affect 
long-range cost savings when the time 
for expansion arrives. 
The com­ 
m issioners approved the request 
unanimously. 
In other action, the court okayed 
property management standards as 
an amendment to the operation and 
m aintenance agreement for county 
flood prevention structures with the 
Soil and Water Conservation Service. 
Also approved was a request to ad­ 
vertise for bids for a three-quarter ton 
pickup for Precinct I. 
Commissioners gave the go-ahead 
to the preliminary sub-division plat 
for Horseshoe Bend Addition on High­ 
way 720 approximately one-half mile 
west of McKinney’s city limits. 
Tabled were items concerning an 
agreem ent with Texas Power and 
Light Co. regarding relocation of 
utility poles on FM Highway 3364 and 
a request of revision of a plat back to 
acreage by O.A. Sellers. 


County ‘Football Capital’ 


Noting that the residents of Collin 
County “ should have reason to feel 
like we’ve had twins this weekend,” 
County Judge Nathan E. White Jr. 
presented a unanimously-approved 
resolution honoring the Plano Wild­ 
cats and the Wylie P irates to the 
C om m issioners Court 
y esterday 
morning. 
White christened the county the 
“ High School Football Capital of the 
State of Texas” in recognizing Plano’s 
1977 AA AA title and Wylie’s 1977 AA 
title. The Wildcats won their crown 
Saturday 13-10 over the Port Neches- 
Groves Indians while the Pirates beat 
the Bellville Brahmas 22-14 also on 
Saturday. 
B esides presenting th e official 
proclamation, which will 
be for­ 
warded to each school, the county 
judge also suggested that pictures of 
each team be brought to McKinney to 


hang in the courthouse lobby. 
White also asked that the county’s 
past state championship team s—the 
1965,1967 and 1971 Plano Wildcats and 
the 1974 Celina Bobcats—also provide 
photographs to hang in the courthouse 
lobby. 
As “ something to think about for the 
fu tu re ” W hite added th at signs 
m arking the Collin County lines might 
also include a 
reference to 
the 
co u n ty ’s 
cham pionship 
football 
teams. 
The 
C om m issioners 
Court 
resolution reads as follows: 
“ Whereas, High School Football is 
an integral part of the life of Texas 
cities, towns and villages; and 
“ W hereas, 
Collin County 
has 
traditionally had its share of winning 
football team s, along with excellent 
supporting bands, drill teams, pep 
squads, cheerleaders, and fans; and

Football Team, did, on Saturday, Dec. 
17, 1977, in the City of Waco, Texas, 
defeat the Bellville Brahmas, by a 
score of 22-14, thereby winning the

“ W hereas, the Plano W ildcat 
Football Team did on Saturday, Dec. 
17, 1977 in the City of Irving, Texas, 
before the largest crowd ever to 
witness a high school football game in 
Texas, defeat the Port Neehes-Groves 
Indians, by a score of 13-10, thereby 
winning the coveted Class AAAA 
Football State Championship; and 


“ Whereas, the spirit, character and 
determination demonstrated by these 
young men of Collin County is a 
reflection of the quality of their 
respective coaches, parents, schools 
and fans; and 


“ Whereas, only twice before in 
Texas have two team s in the same 
county won State Championships in

“Whereas, all Collin County citizens 
share the joy, honor and pride that 
these two team s have brought their 
respective towns and schools and to 
our county; 


“Therefore, be it resolved by the 
Commissioners Court of Collin County 
that sincerest co n g ratulations on 
behalf of all Collin County citizens be 
extended to the Plano Wildcats and 
the Wylie Pirates for their out­ 
standing performances; and 


“ Be it further resolved, that in 
honor of these two championship 
team s, Collin County be declared the 
High School Football Capital of the 
State of Texas.”

When the Plano Wildcats m ade the 
move from AAA to AAAA in 1972, they 
faced a lot of changes—bigger 
schools, 
tougher 
team s, 
m ore 
prestige. 
But State Championship 
football games, whether in AAA or 
AAAA, carry the same excitement, 
and the memories of those games can 
last a lifetime. 
For students currently attending 
Plano 
High 
School, 
S a tu rd a y ’s 
championship win over Port Neehes- 
Groves was a day of unparalleled 
“ ’Cat 
Scratch 
Fever.” 
For 
PHS 
students who attended school when 
the Wildcats won their last cham ­ 
pionship)—the AAA crown in 1971—it 
was a time to reminisce. 
“ Wildcat spirit hasn’t changed,” 
rem arked former cheerleader Beth 
Cardwell Jones. “ It’s still here. It’s 
always here.” 
“ T h a t’s because w e’re alw ays 
w in n ers,” 
in terjected 
fellow 
cheerleader Darlene Nelson. 
“ I just wish I was back down there 
instead of up here,” added Gailyn 
Toler Hefty, gazing onto the sidelines 
where the '77 cheerleaders stood 
Wildcat fans may still be basically 
the same, the girls pointed out, but 
there certainly are more of 'em now 
When Plano won the AAA title in 1971, 


some 18,000 people lived in the city. 
That means more fans attended the 
AAAA game Saturday than even lived 
in Plano during the last state playoff. 
One of the most frequently recalled 
incidents of the 1971 
game with 
Gregory-Portland was a last ditch 
field goal attem pt by the opposing 
team during the final few seconds of 
the game. Thousands of fans crowded 
the sidelines. If the field goal was 
good, 
Gregory-Portland 
would be 
State Champs. 
“ I couldn’t look,” Darlene Nelson 
recalled. “ We just put our arm s 
around each other and shut our eyes.” 
When the Plano fans went into a 
frenzy, 
D arlene and the other 
cheerleaders knew the kick went awry 
and the Wildcats had won another 
state title to add to their 1965 and 1967 
AA wins. 
Rucker 
Lewis, 
the 
quick-footed 
number 35 who added touchdowns to 
the Plano side of the scoreboard in the 
'70, ’71 and ’72 football seasons, also 
admitted that this y ear’s state game 
brought back fond memories. 
“Those guys out there today will 
rem em ber this day m ore than 
anything in their liv es,” Lewis 
predicted. “ The state gam e I played 
in (as a junior) is something I look 
back on all the t'm e.” 


“ What do I rem em ber most about 
the last state gam e?” mulled ex- 
cheerleader and 1973 graduate Nancy 
Wells Warder. “ I rem em ber thinking 
this was our last year in 3-A and we’d 
never make it in 4-A! But I was wrong, 
obviously.” 
Almost everyone—not just Nancy 
W arder—had similar feelings. Class 
AAAA would be a lot tougher But the 
determ ined W ildcats refused to 
believe the going was harder. The 
team managed to win its district and 
advance to the quarterfinals in its 
debut AAAA year before falling to 
Dallas Skyline. 
And the ’Cats have represented 
District 13-AA AA every year save one 
since 
entering 
the 
“ to ugher” 
classification. 
“ I’ve come to watch this game 
today because it’s in my blood,” 
Nancy added. “ My husband (a Grand 
Prairie graduate) has adopted the 
Wildcats as his team too. That’s the 
way it is with all cheerleaders’ 
husbands. They don’t have any 
choice.” 
Perhaps one of the W ildcats’ most 
devoted fans both in the 1971 season 
and today is form er mascot Doug 
Damewood, now- a history teacher at 
P la n o ’s 
Vines 
High 
School.

“ This year we are playing well offensively, we are 
playing well defensively.

You could not ask 
for a better situation And I'm thrilled to be a part of 
it.” 
Lewis sounds as if he is ready to play today. But he
